The Women we chiefly met in the Streets, were 
8 moſt commonly like the meaneſt of our

| Necks, and their Heads adorn'd with aps 3 
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as big as a Four-Pounder, I obſerv'd_ they all, Spa- 
#ard like, kept up to one Faſhion, ſo that the ſame 
Deſcription would ferve any I ſaw, with a very 
ſlender variation. Now and then, tis true, we met 


a Mu Blade, who lool d as Burly, as if be bad fed bis 


whole Lifetime upon Peaſe and Swines-Fleſh, with a - 
Campaign-Wig on, the Hairs of which, for want of 


Combing once a Month, hung in as many Tangled Locks, 
as if be bad been Flying ;, and a Sword ty'd on, as high 
as the Vaſteband of bis Breeches. and bad mo more 
Motion when be Walk'd, than a Two-Foot Rule, ftuck 


into the Apron-Strings of a Carpenter. Theſe ſort 
of Sea-Monſters, I obſerv'd, the Mumpers ſaluted 
with the Title of Noble Captain, and had the right 


knack of Coaxing theſe Quarter- Deck -· Blunderbuſſes 
out of their Farthings and Half. Pence, with the 


taking and inſinuating Cant of Honour and Worſhip, 


as faſt as a Horſe-Mountebank gulls the Mob out 
of their Two-Pences, by calling of them Gentlemen; 
his Noble Worſhip looking round him as biz, after 


he had paid the Beggar a Penny for his Title, as 


an Old Cozening Curmudgeon, who has built an 


Alms-Houſe, or a Rich Citizen that has got a 0 


poor Brothers Child into the Blew-Coat- Hoſpital. 


We walk'd on till we came to the upper-end of 


the Town, where ſtood ſome very pretty Houſes, 


whoſe Gates, for Oſtentation ſake, were made with 


Bars, that each Paſſenger might delight his Eyes 
with an external Proſpect of theſe their moſt Credi- 


table and Beautiful Habitations, In this Row ſtood 
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we met Coupled, had generally ſhort,

bis Head, Arm'd with an Oken-Cudgel; with a Head - 8 | 
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a moſt famous Hoſpital, erected for the Entertain» 
ment of thirty, one decay'd Maſters of Veſſels, or 
their Widows, depending on the Trinity Honſe; the 
Maſters of which having the Care thereof; ta the 
Relief and Support of which Charitable Deſign;every 
Ship, at her clearing, pays, according to her Burthen, 
ſo much Money. Our Curioſity led us to take a 
turn into it, which we found very Pleaſant and 
Commodious, as to the Building and Scituation; but 
when I enquir'd into the Allowance, I found it fo 
very ſmall, that it might rather be call'd Pinch 
Gut · Colledge, than an Hoſpital: for poor Penſioners; 
who, with much difficulty, gaining Admittance in- 
to their Starving Confines, have no more allow'd 
*em to find Meat, Drink, Waſhing, Fire, Cloaths, 
and all Neceſſaries of Life, then twelve Shillings per 
Month, and four Months in the Year are ſet at 
five Weeks, to take in the odd Month. Molt that 
are there having paid more Money towards it, be- 
fore they came into it, than ever their Allowance 
would amount to, if they were to live fifty Years 
in the Hoſpital , to which many great Legacies have 
been left, but the Number of Pexfioners never encrea- 
ſed, nor their Penfions advanced; ſo that how it is 
Sunk and Imbezell'd, or to what Uſe converted, no 
Body knows, but thoſe Perſons who have the Difcre- 
tionary Power, as tis ſuppos*d, of laying it fafe up 
in their own Pockets. An Eaſt· India Captain, ſome 
few Years ſince, Dying, Bequeath'd Thirteen Hun- tr 
dred Pounds to this Hoſpital ; out of which Money MW A 
it never receivd any other apparent Advantage, MW ve 
than the Statue of the Benetactor ſet up in the Gar. lil 
den, for the Fenſſoners to Feaſt their Eyes, inſtead of in 
their Bellies, withal. The Members ot this Society WM th: 
of Tarpaulin Paupers, are only during the Pleaſure 
of the Maſters of the Trinity, and are liable to be the 
turn'd out upon very ſlender Miſbehaviours. There

rafter : The Town without Neceſſaries, they ve But- 
chers without Meat; Ale-Houſes without Drink; 
Houſes without Furniture; and Shops without Trade; 
Captains without Commiſſions z Wives without Hus- 5 
bands, Whores without Smocks; a Church without 
Religion, and Hoſpitals without Charity. 

From thence we made the beſt of our way to- 

wards Greenwich, finding nothing remarkable by 
the way, but now and then a Knot of London Fren- 
tices, Arm'd with Lad les of Defence, to ſecure their 
Noddles and Elbows from the Inſolent Aſſaults of 
the more unlucky Mob, drawn out of Spittle-Fields 


of the Town, Rude Rogues and Reprobates are as plen- 
ty as Lice in a Campaign, or Flies in Fuly, in the = 
Shop of a Confectioner. The firſt part of Greenwich I 
Town that I came. into was the. Church-Yard, : 
where the Numbers of the Dead had almoſt Buried * 
the Church; that could each Corps, Buried againſt 


above the Surface of the Earth he lies in, he might 
peep in at the Church Window on a Sunday, and 
righten the whole Congregation out of the Church; 
As I enter'd the Holy Ground, I took Notice of ſe- 
veral Good Houſes on the left Hand, which look'd 
like Habitations fit foc Chriſtians to live in ; but 
in ſome parts of the Town, the Huts were no bigger 
than Indian Wigwams , ſcarce big enough for a Cuck- 
old and his Wite to lye at length, without putting 
their Head or their Heels in the Chimny-Corner : 
Hearing the Kings Houſe being turn'd into an Hoſ+ 
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all Night in the Town, but was forc'd to 8 
Tide, 


procure him a Supper. It's a rare Place to Puniſh a 
Man troubled with a Caninus Appetitus ; for a walk 
in the Park is a rare thing to put his Stomach in an 
Uproar, and the Town an excellent place to make 
him run Mad for want of Victuals to allay his 
Hunger: Here many Citizens, in the Summer time, 
| keep their Wives at Board- Wages, purely becauſe 
there's no manner of Dainties to encline em to Ex- 
travagance: Here many of em alſo put their Chil- 
dren to Nurſe, becauſe it's a ſharp Air and fit for 
the Breeding up of a Young Shop- keeper. 
From thence we walk d on till we came upon the 
He:th ; but climbing up the Hill we ſaw at t — 
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why he did fo, was told, becauſe Solomon was a Cuc- 
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tom of a deep Precepice, the Mouth of ſeveral Caves; 


| Pray, Sir, ſaid my Miſtreſs, what Ugly Frigbtful Places 


are thoſe. at the bottom of the Pit; Indeed, Madam, 
faid I, I car't well tell; but they look as if they were 


| the Back. Duors to the Devils Territories, and the Po- 


ple of Greenwich had found a nearer Cut to Hell than 
the reft of their Neighbours. We were no ſooner come 
upqn the Heath, but every Fool was become a Tom- 


| Ladle, and every Buſh was made a Fence to a Fur- 


mety-Kettle, The Gentlemen ©uick-workers in the 
dack Myſtery of Miſchief, were here aſſembled in a 
Body, 1n order to break the Elbows of all Non-Con- 
formiſts, that would not come over to the Ladle- 
Diſcipline; which my Miſtreſs and I obſerving, 
were forc'd to Conform to the Cuſtom of the Coun- 
try, and each Arm our ſelves with a Ladle, as a 
Protection from the Rabbles Inſolence; who, indeed, 
were afterwards as Civil to us as could be expected 
of ſuch tameleſs Monſters, and let us paſs with 
now and then a little knock on the Elbow, not 
much harder than would have crack'd a Filbert ; 
which we were forc'd to bear, with all Patience and 
Submiſſion, till we came into the Fair; of which I 
ſhall proceed to give a true Character. - 
It ſtands near the Church, to'make good the old 
Proverb, viz. The nearer the Church, the farther from 
God. Tho' it's the rudeſt Fair in England, it begins 
with a Sermon; which makes another old Sayin 
food, viz. In the Name of the Lord begins all Miſchief. 
hey ſay the Parſon uſually takes his Text upon 
this Occaſion out of Solomon's Proverbs; and I aſking

The whole Place, for the time, 
is a Common-Wealth, where the Rabble make Laws, 
and all that approach muſt keep em. It's an ill 
Place for a proud Man to walk with his Arms on a 


Kimbo, for they have more ſpight againſt the Elbow 


than any part of the Body. He that brings Money | 
to this Fair, muſt look after his Pockets, for the 


Water-lane Anglers are here as buſie as Milk-Mazds on 
a May-Day. It is an Annual Rendezvous for the 
Mob of London, where it is as rare to ſee a Perſon 
above the Quality of a Tradeſman, as tis to ſee an 
Honeſt Man in Newgate, or a Fool in the Jews H- 


91agogue. Here is a great deal of Furmety to be Sold, 
but very few People that Buy any. Here are a great 
many Thieves, but few that have any thing to Loſe; 
and abundance of Beggars, but few or none that Re- 


lieve them. The Fair ſeems to ſtand Bounded be- 
tween God and the Devil; for the Church ſtands at 

one end of it, and a Mufick- Houſe at tother. It's 
good for nothing, as I know on, but to humble the 
Conceit that a Proud Man may have of his Perſon, 


for it's enough to make a Man out of Love with 


Humane Shape, to behold the Folly and Rudeneſs of 
ſo many Reprobates that were at it. *Tis a Sancku - 

ary for ill Manners, a Protection for all Rudeneſs, an 
Encouragement to Wickedneſs, a Reveling of Toung 
Libertines, a Looking-Glaſs of Confuſſon, Hurtful to 
Good Manners, and Hateful to all Good Men.
